S.O. 811 (E); In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 21 read with section,? of the 
Coinage Act, (906 (3 of 1906) and supersession of the notification of the Governinent of India in the Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) No. S.O. 143 (E), dated the 4th February, 1988, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and aommenccraent:— 

(1) These rules may be called the C linige (3taa I'lr J W e i ght and Remedy of the Ferritic Stainless Steel Coins) 
of Fifty Pais’, Twenty-five Paise and Ten Paise (containing Iron 82% and Chromium 18%) Rules, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force on the i itc of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Standard weight and remedy allowed on coins of certain denominations:— 

The standard weight of the ferritic stainless steel coins, issued in the denominations specified in column (I) of 
the Tabic below, under section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1900') and the remedy allowed in making such coins 
shall bi as .ipcfiflc 1 in the correspon ling entries in columns (2) ani (3) respectively of the said Table.

Fifty paise: 



Obverse: This face of the coin shall bear 

the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar with legend 4Jr4” 


inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word ‘•m*:^” and on the right upper periphery with 
the word “INDIA”. It shall also bear the denominational value “50” in international numerals flanked on the left 
lower periphery with the word "rn” and on the right lower periphery with the word “PAISE”, ■ 
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Reverse; TIiu face of the coin shall bear the map of India with Parliament Hbuse superimposed on it. On 
the right upper periphery the word “mm” and “INDIA” shall be inscribed and the year of coinage in international 
numerals shall be shown underneath. This coin will be with plain edge. 

Twenty-five paise: 

Obverse: This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar with legend “iwaw mt#” 
inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “mm” and on the right upper periphery with 
the word “INDIA” It shall also bear the denominational value “25” in international numerals flanked on the left 
lower periphery with the word “vir” and on the right lower periphery with the word ‘‘PAISE”. 

Reverse: This face of the coin shall bear in centre a replica of “RHINOCEROS” and the year of coinage in 
international numerals on upper periphery. This coin will be with plain edge. 

Ten paise: 

Obverse: This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillcr with legend umt” 

inscribed below, flanked on the left periphery with the word and on the right periphery with the word 

“INDIA”. 

Reverse: This face of tha coin shall bear the denominational value “10” in international numerals flanked on 
the left upper periphery with the word and on the right upper periphery with the word “PAISE” and the 

year of coinage in international numerals underneath. This coin will bo with plain edge. 
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
